When the washing 1s done, the clothes are 
taken out by hand and placed in what is 
termed.« Hydro Extractor, which 1s a new 
and igeniona invention. It consists of an 
inaer and outer cylinder which revolves 
round an upright abaft, the inside cylinder 
or tub is made of zine and is full of small 
holes, while the catside isa close metal 
case. The wet clothes are placed in the 
inner tub, which, when a belt from the 
engine is attwched, starts off at the rate 
of 700 revolutions per minute, causing 
such a draft of air to pass through the 
holes that all the water is driven out of the 
linen into the outer shell, This takes 
avout twenty minutes to accomplish. 
The clothes are then taken out to the tinal 
drying room, where they are placed on 
neatiy constructed wooden racks, in an air 
and dost proof compartment, Which is 
heated by 300 feet of coil pipes supplied 
with heat by the exhaust steam of the en- 
gine, after being thoroughly dried, which 
takes bat a few minutes. The articles 
requiring starching are then passed into 
the ironing room, where there are tables, 
stoves, spring ironers, etc,, ete. The 
spring ironer’ are #0 constructed that 
that there is a constant pressure of forty 
pounds on the irons, so there is no labor 
required buat to direct tbe movement of 
the smoothing irons by a touch of the 
hand 

'n another room there are placed a aelt 
of five rollers for smoothing sheets, blank- 
ete etc, The rollers are wade of iron and 
nicely covered with a material resembling 
canton flannel. The rollers are long 
enough to take in the whole size of any 
bed cover. They revolve around ‘a large 
hollow steel cylinder heated by steam,

The Calgary Steam Laundry com- 
menced operhtions today ind bids fair to 
distance John Chinaman. We were shown 
through the whole establishment yester- 
ilay by the obliging proprietors, Messrs. 
Brown & Birss, who put the machinery in 
operation and explained bow the different 
parts of the work is done, The building 
which was erected for the laundry is just 
now completed and is a very substantial 
wooden bnilding on a stone foundation, on 
Egan Avenue east. The main building is 
28x40 with a poarch and ashed for de- 
livery wagon at the rear, A well has 
been sunk seventeen feet deep to the level 
of the Bow river at lowest water, From 
this well the water is pumped by steam 
toa settling tank on the second floor, 
which holds 800 gallons, from which it is 
conveyed by pipes to wherever wanted.
